W ashington, March 7.— T he d efi­ 
nite im pression that A m erican m er­ 
chantm en would be armed in the 
near future gained ground today, 
follow ing 
con ferences 
betw een 
President W ilson and governm ent 
officials. 
After the W hite H ouse 
conference 
the 
dem ocratic sen a ­ 
tors hurried to the capitol .for 
a 
conference with lepublieans to lay 
before them a plan for a m odified 
cloture. 
T he dem ocrats said thee 
expected prompt action. 
T he senators agreed that 
pros­ 
p ects for this w ere good and t h 1 
intended action m ay he taken be 
tore the sen a te on Thursday. 
S en ­ 
ator O wen said he desired a rule 
under w hich the sen ate rules could 
be changed. 
All the senators prom­ 
ised they would not 
haggle over 
details if a reasonable cloture plan 
could be agreed on. 
T he president told the sen ate the 
country w as dem anding action on 
the arm ing of m erchantm ent.

said 
the 
country 
w as 
deeply 
aroused and a few senators should 
not be allowed to interfere. 
Although Mr. W ilson has been 
advised bv som e legal authorities 
that he has authority to arni ships 
without action from congress, oth ­ 
ers believe it would be the better 
policy to wait to see w hether the 
sen ate will act. 
Senator W alsh, of Montana, in­ 
troduced a resolution for the re­ 
adoption of the old

EFFORT TO DISCOURAGE EMIGRATION 


the W ar Italy Furnished 


Largest Number of Emigrants 


to the United States of 


Any Other Nation. 


Rome, March 
7.—The 
literary 
test clause of the United State* 
immigration laws, which is to take 
of!«*et May I, has already resulted 
in the stimulation of the study of 
English among Italians who ex­ 
pect to emigrate to America when 
the war is over. 
In the belief of tho Italian com­ 
missioner of emigration there will 
be more than enough work to be 
done in Europe, and at good wages 
when the war is over, and the gov­ 
ernments are expet cod to do all 
possible to discourage emigration. 
However, inquiries already being 
made at tho American consulates 
indicate that a large 
number 
of 
soldiers are considering tho pos­ 
sibility of going to America win n 
released from service. Reports that 
the United States has become im­ 
mensely wealthy because of hor 
war sales are prevalent here, and 
relatives of many 
Italians 
have 
written home from America telling 
of opportunities that are more cer­ 
tain there and urging them to come 
when the war is over without wait­ 
ing to discover whether Europe is 
or is not going to recover from tin* 
setback given by the war. One of 
the 
commonest 
remarks 
which 
Americans in Italy hear from store 
clerks, from soldiers or from bar 
hers, is that they think of going to 
America w hen the war is over. 
An interesting phase of immi­ 
gration possibilities is the tx 
expressed in some quarters 
that 
many of the hitherto well-to-do Ital­ 
ians of the educated classes who 
have suffered by the war may' go 
to America to recoup their for 
lunes. 
While italy furnished the larges* 
number of emigrants to the United 
States before the war of any single 
nation, for the fiscal year ending 
.Tune 20, 1914, the number being 
283,738, as compared 
to 
278,152 
from Austria-Hungary, the Italian 
government favors rather than ob­ 
jects to the new literacy test. 
When the news of the passing 
of thfc new law over President V 
son’s veto was printed in Ital.'', 
the newspapers at once editorially 
stated that the law 
would 
help 
rather than 
injure 
Italy. 
These 
newspapers gave two reasons for 
this position. One reason was that 
the law would force Italians to edit 
cate themselves. 
The second was 
that Italy hoped in the future to 
export the manufactured product
